several prominent citizens of Virginia, 
and one member of the last Nevada 
Legislature, who have repeatedly vio- 
lated the game laws this season. They 
have been in the habit of going out 
into the mountains on "prospecting" 
trips, but instead of picks and shovels, 
their outfits consisted ol shotguns and 
ammunition, and the stuff they pros 
pecttd for had wings and looked very 
much like sage-hen. The correspondent 
concludes: "There is in Storey county, 
I believe, a sportsmen's club, and some 
of the law violators above named are 
members of it. I would suggest to the 
true sportsmen living on the Comstock, 
whether members of the club or not 
that it is their duty to prosecute all 
who violate the game law."

•CmzBNB—This is a family 


gathering, a military family, for in war 
a regiment is to the army what a family 
is to the whole civilized community. 
(Here a portion of the platform fell.) 
A military reunion without gome ex- 
citement and some accident would he 
altogether too monotonous and tame to 
be interesting, and in this good natnred 
audience we can have a good many acci- 
dents like that and still keep quiet and 
be happy. I said this is a family re- 
union, an assembly of the old Forty- 
second military family, and it is well 
for us to meet here. Nineteen years 
ago I met a crowd of earnest citizens in 
that court room above stairs. Your 
bell was rung; your people came out; 
the teacher of your schools was among 
them; the boys of the school were there; 
and after we had talked together a little 
while about onr country and its imper- 
illed flag, the teacher of the school 
offered himself to his country and 
twenty of his boys with him. They 
never wont back into the school house 
again, but in the dark days of Novem- 
ber, 1861, they and enough Ashland 
county boys to make 100 went down 
with me to Columbus to join another 
hundred that had gone before them 
from Ashland county, and these 200 of 
your children stood m the centre of oar 
military family and'bore these old ban- 
ners that you gee tattered before you to- 
day. One of them wag given to our 
family by ladies of Ashland, and com- 
pany C, from Ashland, carried it well. 
It was riddled with bullets and torn by 
underbrush. Flapped by winds of the 
rebellion, it came back tattered, as you 
see, but with never a strain upon its 
fold and never a touch of dishonor upon 
it anywhere, and the other of these 
banners was given by the special friends 
of Company A in my old town of Hiram 
—the student company from the heart 
of the Western reserve—and it also 
shared, like its fellows, the same fate 
and came home covered with the glory 
of the conflict. We were a family, I 
say again, and we did not let partisan 
politics disturb us then and we do not 
let partisanship enter our circle here to- 
day. We did not quarrel about contro- 
versies outside of our great work. We 
agreed to be brethren for the Union 
under the flag against all its enemies 
every where, and brothers to nil men 
who stood with us under the nag to fight 
the fight for the Union, whatever their 
color of skin, whatever their previous 
politics, whatever their religion. In 
that spirit we went out; in that spirit 
we returned, and ws are glad to be in 
Ashland to-day, for it is one of the 
homes of our regiment, where we were 
welcomed in the beginning and have 
always been welcome since. 


ALL FOB THE UNION. 


We are grateful for the welcome tend- 


ered UH to-day by this gr^at assembly 
of our old neighbors and friends of Ash- 
land county. Now, fellow citizens, a 
regiment, like a family, has the right to 
be a little clannish and exclusive. It 
does not deny the right of any other 
family to the same priviliges, but it 
holds the members of its own family a 
little nearer and a Httle dearer than any 
other family in the world, and so the 
Forty-second regiment has always been 
a band of brothers. I do not this day 
know a Forty-second man in the world 
who hates another Forty-second man. 
There never was a serious quarrel in- 
side the regiment. There was never a 
strious disagreement between its officers. 
The worst thing I have ever heard said 
against it is that all its three field offic- 
ers came home alive, and they are all 
here on this stand to-day. It was per- 
haps a little against us that no one of 
us had tbe honor to get killed or seri- 
ously crippled, but we hold that it was 
not altogether our fault, and we trust 
some day or other yon will have forgiven 
us, if you have not to-day for being 
alive and all here together. I want to 
say another thing about the soldiers' 
work. I know of nothing m all the 
circle of human duty that so unites men 
as the common suffering and danger 
and struggle that war brings upon a 
regiment. Yon cannot know a man so 
thoroughly and so soon as by the tre- 
mendous tests to which the war subjects 
him. These men knew each other by 
sight long before they knew each other 
by heart, but before they got back home 
they knew each other as you sometimes 
say you know a song—by heart. For 
they had been tested by fire, they had 
been tested by starvation, they had 
been tested by the grim presence of 
death and each knew that those who 
remained were Union men—men that in 
all the hard, close chances of life had 
the stuff in them that enabled them to 
stand up in the very extremes they did, 
and stand up ready to die; nnd such 
men, so tried and so acquainted, never 
got over it, and tho rest of the world 
must permit them to be just a little 
clannish toward each other. The rest 
of the world will not think that we are 
narrow when they consider this par- 
ticular fault of unrs. Now, fellow citi- 
zens, we are here to look into faces and 
enjoy your hospitality, to revive our old 
memories of the place, but for more 
than anjthmg else to look into each 
others faces and revive old memories of 
a great mnny places less pleasing and 
homelike than Aahlaud. We have been 
meeting together in this way nearly 
fifteen yArs, and have made a pledge 
to each other that as long as there are 
two of us left to shake hands, we will 
meet and greet the survivors. Some of 
us felt a little hurt about ten years ago 
when the papers spoke of us as the sur- 
vivors of the Forty-second regiment. 
We were the survivor!, it is true, but 
we thought we were so surviving that it 
need not be put as though we were 
about to die now. I don't know bow 
it is with the rest of you.

Martin and the other ra nchers out that 
way. Around Glendale, Auburn Mill, 
and down at Clark's, the same gloomy 
outlook is reported—nothing bnt eggs, 
eggs at every hand. Many of the farm- 
ers are leeling blue, tnd a lew will no! 
attempt to raise any crops^ next year, 
hoping to starve the pests out. If the 
hoppers stay here three or four years 
the loss will be incalculable, and not a 
lew farmers become bankrupt.

1879. Our foreign tiade has increased from 
$700,000,000 to $1,160,000,000 in the same time 
and our exports, which were (20,000,000 lee* 
than our imports in 1879, Without resorting to 
loans, it has, since the war closed, defrayed the 
ordinary expenses of Government, besides the 
accruing interest ou the public debt, and dis 
burned annually 
more than $30,000,000 fo 
soldiers' pensions. It has paid $880,i 00,000 o 
the public debt, and by refunding the balanc 
at lower rates has reduced the annual Interes 
charge from nearly $161,008,000 to less than 
$89,000,000, All the industries of the country 
have revived; labor Is .in demand; wages hav 
increased, and throughout the entire country 
there is evidence of a coming prosperity greate 
than wo have ever enjoyed. Upon this record th 
Republican p.rty asks for the continued conn 
dence and support of tbe people, and this Con 
vention submits for their approval the follow 
ing statements of the principle and purpos 
which will continue to guide and Inspire it 
efforts: 


IHE KEPUBIJCAH POLICY. 


First—We affirm tnat the work of the las

•Second—The Constitution of tbe United States 
s tne supreme law, aud not a mere contract. 
Out of the confederated States it made a sov- 
ereign nation. Some powers arc denied to the 
nation, while others are retained b; the Slates 
but the boundary between tlio -powers delegated 
and thoho reserved is to be determined by Ni 
tional aud not by State tribunals. 


roFDLAR EDECATION. 


Third—Tho \vork of popular education is one 


left to the care of the several Stales, but it is the 
duty ot the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation is but tbe aggre. 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
he destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
ho gonius of any ono State, but by the average 
genius of all. 


rnopoaiu CONSTHOTIONAI, AMENDMENT. 


Fourth—The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 


gress to make any law respecting an establish 
ment of religion, but U is idle to hope that the 
nation can be protected against the influence ol 
sectnrianiem, while each State is exposed tp its 
particular domination. We therefore rccom 
nend that the Constitution be so amended as to 
ay some prohibitions upon the legislature ol 
jach. State, aud to forbid the appropriation ol 
he public lunds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES OF THE DAY. 


>'i/IA—We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


:hat the duties leviedifor tbe purpose of reve- 
nues should BO discriminate as to favor Ameri 
can labor. That no further grant of the public 
lom&iti should be made to any railruad or other 
corporation.
